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Increased secrecy on ‘strong’ town manager’s evaluation

Selectmen released a single-page 
joint evaluation of Town Manager 
Buzz Stapczynski on Monday and 
praised him for his efforts in several 
areas. But exactly how well Stapczyns- 
ki did in each of the 19 categories 
selectmen addressed behind closed 
doors remains a secret. 

Selectmen released even less infor- 
mation about the town manager’s eval- 


uation than they did last year. 

The five elected officials individual- 
ly ranked Stapczynski’s performance 
for the past year on a scale of one to 
five. Overall, according to the one-page 
statement, he received a 3.7 out of 5. 

Selectman John Hess, who was 
responsible for compiling the individ- 
ual evaluations, read the statement. 

After the meeting, Hess was asked 
to elaborate on Stapezynskt’s rating. He 


was asked what the average score was 
for negotiations. (While the School 
Committee has made at least one offer 
to the teachers union, other unions in 
town — those Stapcezynski negotiates 
with — say formal negotiations have not 
even started.) Hess refused to answer. 

“We did not discuss breaking it 
down, and no selectmen ever men- 
tioned it,” said Hess. 

Last time selectmen ranked the town 


manager, his lowest score in any cate- 
gory was a 3, and this information was 
shared with the public. 

Selectmen have not announced 
whether Stapezynski will receive a 
raise or a bonus this year. In previous 
years, Stapezynski has received his 
raise after union contracts have been 
settled. Historically, he has received the 
same pay increases he has negotiated 
with the unions. 


The public evaluation offered boh 
praise and areas for improvement 

“Overall, the town manager met 
expectations. The numeric rating of the 
town manager, when averaged, indicat- 
ed a rating of 3.7 out of a maximum of 
5.0. The selectmen said that the town 
manager met or exceeded expectations 
in all areas except negotiations/collec- 
tive bargaining. The delay in complet-

Contract demands grow louder

A few hundred Andover educators, 
believing pleas for a new contract have fall- 
en on deaf ears, held signs and marched out- 
side Superintendent Claudia Bach’s office 
last week demanding a “Fair Contract 
Now!” 

“It’s a real shame that we’re going back 
to the old days, like it was 15 years ago,” 
said Joe Murphy, a consultant with the 
Massachusetts Teachers Association. “It’s 
come down to struggling against dominance 
by town officials in the bargaining process.” 

Talks between the School Committee, 
administrators and the teachers association 
began in January, but the failure to reach an 
agreement has left teachers working under 
last fiscal year’s contract since July. 

“The numbers the town has been putting 
on the table just aren't getting anything 
done,” said Murphy. 

Teachers have been seeking raises to 
increase their current annual salaries, which 


are determined by a teacher’s years of ser- 
vice and degrees, ranging from $34,232 at 
the lowest level and $72,252 at the highest, 


according to Tom Meyers, president of 


Andover’s teachers union. There are 14 
steps in the scale, which offers pay increases 
as teachers move up steps by gaining more 
experience and earning higher degrees. 


SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 


A Special Town Meeting was scheduled 
for Tuesday night, Nov. 9, at the Collins 
Center at Andover High School on Shaw- 
sheen Road, after Townsman deadline for 
this paper.

These increases are separate from the cost- 
of-living increases unions negotiate. 

“You don’t move up every year,” Meyers 
said. “It can take two to five years for a 
teacher to complete the course work they 
need to move up just one level. That puts 
teachers at step one in a tough spot, and 
leaves people who’ ve reached the maximum 
level stuck with nowhere else to move.” 


When contract negotiation discussions 


started, the School Committee, teachers 
union and town administrators unanimously 
agreed on comparing Andover with other 


towns sharing similar average income earn- | 


ings and quality of education 

The towns looked at were Belmont, Lex- 
ington, Needham, Winchester, Westwood, 
Natick and Hingham. 


Meyers said the town has not yet laid out |

75 and older 


Nov. 23 & 29: Town clinics for at-risk

While Andover will receive 
an additional 500 to 700 doses of 
flu vaccine this season — raising 
the number of shots available for 
at-risk Andover residents from 
500 to as many as 1,200 — tight- 
ly enforced state restrictions 
might still leave many seniors 
out in the cold. 

Unlike the federal govern- 
ment, the state does 
not consider seniors 
age 65 to 74 to be 
part of the at-risk 
community first eli- 
zible to receive the 
flu vaccine. That 
means these seniors 
will not be able to 
receive a shot at upcoming 
Andover flu clinics, unless they 
fall into one of the other high 
risk categories. 

“The Centers for Disease 
Control qualify anyone 65 and 
older to receive the vaccine,” 
Andover Director of Public 
Health Everett Penney said. 
“Massachusetts set the bar at 75 
and older. That leaves a large 
group of seniors between 65 and 
74 (who) won't be eligible.” 

The town’s first flu clinic will 
be held on Tuesday, Nov. 23 at 
the Andover High School field

house from 3:30 to 6 p.m. The 
second clinic is scheduled for 
Monday, Nov. 29, from 1:30 to 
3:30 p.m. at the Andover Senior 
Center. 

“We'll have about 1,000 to 
1,200 doses of flu vaccine total,” 
said Penney. “Last year we gave 
out 1,500 shots, so we're still 
short of where we should be.” 

Penney said the town Board 
of Health will make 
registration flyers 
available at the end 
of this week to cut 
down the clinic’s 
wait time. It is not a 
requirement to pre- 
register, but Penney 
said it will make the 
process easier to have paperwork 
filled out ahead — especially if 
the clinic is crowded. The forms 
will be available at various town 
locations including the police 
station, Town Offices, the library 
and senior center. 

“We're estimating that we 
will have just enough to get the 
people in the high-risk cate- 
gories vaccinated,” said Penney 
“The second clinic really 
depends on how much vaccine 
goes on the first date.”

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SEWER PROJECT OVERRUNS 


Safety details: 11 have 
netted more than $50K

Two police patrolmen have 
earned more than $100,000 and 
a dozen other regular and auxil- 
lary police officers have earned 
more than $35,000 for direct- 
ing traffic around the town’s 
over-deadline and over-budget 
sewer extension project, town 
records show 

Town officials were prepar- 
ing to ask Special Town Meet- 
ing on Tuesday for a $2.5 mil- 
lion cash infusion to finish the 
sewer project the second such 
request in six months. They are 
also taking a closer look at the 
reasons for troubling overruns 
for the traffic details and other 
costs. (The mee ting took place 
after Townsman deadline, which 
was Tuesday morning because 
of the Veterans Day holiday.) 

In all, 106 different police 
officers, firefighters and auxil- 
iary officers have earned extra 
pay on project-related road 
details since the work began in 
June 2001 

They worked a combined 
37,579 hours, worth $1.53 mil- 
lion, and made an average 
$14,415. The money was in 
addition to their salaries and any 
other detail pay. 

The details are now projected 
to cost the town more than $1.9 
million by the time the project is 
completed — nearly twice what 
was budgeted. 

“We're working on trying to 
find out what needs to be 
addressed and where to make 
changes to future projects,” said 
Selectman Mary Lyman. “As far 
as the details, we need to go over 
them and see what happened.” 

Once a three-year, $26.8 mil- 
lion undertaking, the project to 
extend sewer lines to 1,400 
homes in the South Main Street 
and Rogers Brook neighbor- 
hoods has become a $30 mil- 
lion, 6-year ordeal. About 6.4 
percent of that price tag is for 
traffic details. 

An analysis of the records, 
provided by the police depart- 
ment after a public records 
request by the Eagle-Tribune 
Publishing Co., shows that more 
than a sixth of the $1.5 million 
spent on traffic details was paid 
at an overtime rate. 

Public safety workers are 
paid $40 an hour for the first 
eight hours of detail each day 
and $60 for each additional 
hour. Detail workers regularly

logged daily shifts longer than 
eight hours. 

Of the $1.5 million spent so 
far, $250,620 was paid at the 
overtime rate and $1.28 million 
at the regular rate, according to 
the payroll documents. 

Of the three groups to work 
the details — police, firefighters 
and auxiliary officers — police 
earned the biggest share, records 
show. A total of 46 Andover 
police employees — including 
four lieutenants, five sergeants, 
35 patrolmen and the animal 
control and parking control offi- 
cers — made a total of $710,899. 

One North Andover police 
officer worked a nine-hour shift 
for $350. Twenty auxiliary offi- 
cers, many of them retired police 
officers, earned a total of 
$583,773. Former Police Chief 
James Johnson earned $16,083 
as an auxiliary officer. 

And 39 firefighters, including 
a deputy chief and seven lieu- 
tenants, followed with $304,024 
in combined detail pay. 

The top earner from the pro- 
ject detail, Patrolman Timothy 
Hagerty, made $133,256, work- 
ing 3,110 hours over the 3/ 
years. Patrolman James Reilly 
earned $113,865 for 2,631 hours 
of details during that time. 

Nine others made more than 
$50,000, and three made more 
than $35,000. 

Broken down by year, the 
town spent $222,013 on details 
in 2001, $426,848 in 2002, 
$437,487 in 2003, and $437,487 
so far in 2004. 

Massachusetts is the only 
state to require public safety 
workers, instead of civilian flag- 
men, to direct traffic at road and 
utility construction sites. 

Police Chief Brian J. Pattullo 
is responsible for deciding the 
number of detail workers need- 
ed at any given time. But Lyman 
said a review process needs to 
be developed to add more 
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checks and balances to the over 
sight of details and other aspects 
of public works projects. 

“We are looking internally to 
see who else needs to be part of 
these decisions,” she said. “We 
need to know how to do it right 
for the future.” 

In the fourth and final phase 
of the project, “we need to fig- 
ure out what roads, how many 
officers and why that many offi- 
cers,” she said. “We need to 
assure the public it will be man- 
aged appropriately.” 

Project manager Michael 
Guidice of Camp Dresser & 
McKee told selectmen last 
month that the town hired an 
unusually high number of public 
safety workers for traffic details 
- a charge Pattullo disagreed 
with. 

“Everybody is pointing fin- 
gers at what the police made, but 
this is a result of (town officials 
and the project manager) not 
following through with what 
they originally planned,” Pattul- 
lo said last week. 

Staffing levels are based on a 
policy that requires details on 
certain roads based on their traf- 
fic volume and condition, Pat- 
tullo said, but supervising offi- 
cers made decisions on a daily 
basis based on public safety 
needs. 

Pattullo said last week that 
decisions by town leaders and 
the project manager to extend 
the construction work day from 
eight hours to nine accounted 
for the overtime pay bubble. 

He also blamed the stepped- 
up detail levels and overspend- 
ing on changes in the project’s 
plans, such as closing Main 
Street to traffic this summer and 
creating detours instead of 
allowing traffic to pass through 
some work areas, as originally 
planned. 

Closing Main Street, for 
example, necessitated adding 
three more officers to details 
each day, he said. Between five 
and seven traffic monitors were 
needed in Andover each day to 
help traffic move through the 
detours caused by the construc- 
tion and to allow school buses 
and emergency vehicles through 
blocked off roads, Pattullo said. 

The police detail rate also 
rose from $35 per hour to $40 
between the time the project was 
planned and budgeted and when 
work began, he said.

Heavy winds knocked out power

When Anne Baron saw the damage in her 
neighborhood caused by 50 mph winds, her first 
thought was, “Thank God no one was hurt.” 

A 70-foot American beech tree had plummeted 
to the sidewalk where just hours earlier several 
children had waited for the school bus on Chest- 
nut Street on Friday. Wires were tangled in the 
branches resting at the school-bus location, and 
the street was closed off when Baron walked over 
to see what had happened. 

“Thank God the kids are not there. Thank God 
no one was there. That’s all I can say,” said Baron, 
who drives by the bus stop every morning. 

Several tree limbs and branches were ripped 
from trees all over town on Friday, causing pock- 
ets of power outages, according to Joe Piantedosi, 
Plant and Facilities director. But the large tree on 
Chestnut Street that was practically ripped in half 
did the worst damage, by far, leaving 800 homes 
without power until early the next morning. 
Despite the damage, Piantedosi was glad the tree 
had not fallen before school. 

“If that had happened earlier in the day, it 
could have been devastating,” said Piantedosi. 

In the tree business, there is a name for the type 
of tree that grows in two different directions form- 
ing a horseshoe-like shape. “We call it a widow 
maker,” said Piantedosi. “When a tree grows that 
way they are more susceptible to high winds.” 

Piantedosi said the large number of leaves still 
clinging to the tree did not help, because leaves 
can act as a sail, giving more power to the already 
strong force of the wind. 

“The damage there was quite extensive,” said 
Carmine Luongo, Mass Electric account manager, 
who showed up to observe the wreckage. “It 
makes you stop and look for a moment.” 

Luongo was among the 12 to 15 workers who 
showed up on Chestnut Street to deal with the 
problem. About 600 feet of a high-voltage line

was dragged down when the tree collapsed. 

Luongo said a good hour was spent trying to 
figure out how to attack the problem. A 13,200 
voltage line was down. Several of the wires con- 
necting to homes had been ripped from the build- 
ings. And the tree would need to be cut up. He 
said the damage was comparable to what people 
see with hurricanes in Florida. 

In addition to the Chestnut Street problem that 
took several hours to fix, Mass Electric was called 
to several other locations to deal with power out- 
ages throughout the Merrimack Valley. 

“You are spread so thin in a storm like that,” he 
said. “The repair work on Chestnut Street was 
actually subcontracted out.” 

He said other places in the region needed to be 
attended, but the damage was “not as catastroph- 
ic as what happened on Chestnut Street,” he said. 
“This was one of the worst visually.” 

According to Piantedosi, who was among the 
town workers who responded to the scene, the 
tree was 80 percent healthy. Although the shape 
of the tree might have put it at a higher risk for 
being toppled by severe winds, the tree was not a 
“hazardous tree,” he said. 

He said the town does take down trees with 
structural deficiencies, but the large Chestnut 
Street tree did not fit that category. With the 
exception of hazardous trees, trees on town prop- 
erty are protected by a state law, Ch. 87, the shade 
tree act, he said. As for the 50 year-old tree that 
fell onto the bus stop, the whole tree will be cut 
and removed. 

“Once that happens to a tree, the whole thing 
needs to come down. You can’t save it,” he said. 

Across town, West Elementary, Wood Hill 
Middle and High Plain Elementary schools lost 
power for a good portion of the day because of the 
high winds, said Piantedosi. About 50 households 
in the Spring Grove Road area were temporarily 
without power due to the windstorm, he said.

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Contract proposal: 


More money, more teaching ~

School officials have offered 
raises to the teachers union, but 
asked high school teachers to 
teach more so the district can 
afford the pay hikes. 

According to a document 
obtained by The Eagle-Tribune 
Co., the teachers union was 
offered a three-year contract Oct. 
20. Here are the details: 

¢ Teachers would receive a 2- 
percent raise this fiscal year, 3.5 
percent next year and 4 percent 
in the final year. Teachers would 
receive the raise in two install- 
ments each year, starting in Jan- 
uary 

* Teachers would pick up 
more of their health insurance 
costs and give up some personal 
and sick days. Currently, teach- 
ers receive two personal days a 
year and 15 sick days, which can 
be carried over from year to year. 

* Andover High School teach- 
ers would drop their lunchroom 
and parking-lot monitoring 
duties and instead use that time 
to pick up an additional class. 

Officials said those teachers 
teaching six hours of classes 
instead of five would allow the 
district to eliminate 18 positions 
through attrition and save 
enough to pay for the raises. 
Teachers union president 
Thomas Meyers said that asking 
the teachers to pick up an addi- 
tional class is “unrealistic.” He 
declined to comment on the pro- 
posed raises put forward by the 
School Committee, saying only 
that there remained “significant 


frustration” within the union. 

Teachers, along with several 
other town unions, have been 
without a contract since July, 
partially because no money was 
built into the town’s budget to 
accommodate raises. The 
expired teachers contract gave 
raises of 3.7 percent the first 
year, 3.1 percent the second 
year, and 5 percent the third 
year. 

A Special Town Meeting was 
to be held Tuesday at the Collins 
Center to discuss raising the 
average homeowner's tax bill 
$43 to pay for a | percent raise 
for all town union employees. 
The meeting occured after the 
Townsman’s early deadline. 

“Our greatest problem is 
coming up with money,” said 
School Committeeman Richard 
Collins. “The big factor is going 
to be the Special Town Meeting 
on Tuesday.” 

Collins, along with School 
Committee members Christo- 
pher Smith, Tony James and 
Debbie Silberstein, refused to 
speak about the specifics of the 
offer out of “good-faith bargain- 
ing practices.” 

However, Smith did say it 
makes sense for teachers to be 
spending more time in the class- 
room. 

“It makes little sense to have 
a teacher with a Ph.D. making 
$70,000 monitoring the cafete- 
ria instead of teaching our stu- 
dents,” Smith said. 

Meyers said that adding a 
sixth hour of instruction to 
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teachers’ schedules was “not 
academically viable as a solu- 
tion.” He said that taking on that 
additional hour would amount to 
a 20 percent increase in work- 
load,“and for 20 percent more 
work to do each day, we would 
obviously expect 20 percent 
more pay.” 

“This shows Mr. Smith does- 
n't know what goes on in the 
schoolhouse,” Meyers said. 
“The reality is that when you 
bring on an extra class, what 
you're doing is you're bringing 
on all the additional correcting 
of papers, conferencing with 
students, communicating with 
parents, dealing with special 
education issues. It’s not educa- 
tionally sound, and that’s why 
the better school systems don’t 
do it.” 

High school teachers current- 
ly alternate between teaching 
three blocks of instruction one 
day and two blocks of instruc- 
tion and a duty the nextday. 
Smith says this is a lighter 
instruction load than found in 
comparable districts. 

“Historically, teachers at 
Andover High School have 
spent less time with students 
than occurs in most districts 
with block scheduling through- 
out the Commonwealth,” Smith 
said. “The 
schools that have block schedul- 
ing have their educators spend 
more time with students and 
they delegate nonteaching, such 
as monitoring the lunch room or 
the parking lot.”

“Those who fit into the chronic medical con- 
ditions category must have a doctor’s note stating 
at least one of the ‘high-risk’ categories or they 
will not be admitted into the clinic,” Penney said. 

Pregnant women also need a note from their 
physician and individuals that fit into the health 
care worker category need a note from their 
employer. 


Why does state need restrictions? 

The restrictions resulted from the limited vac- 
cine supply that hit a record shortage in Septem- 
ber after US manufacturer Chiron Corp., based in 
England, found contamination in its doses. That 
company supplied about half of the country’s flu 
vaccine. The world’s second flu-vaccine suppli- 
er, Aventis, was able to provide additional doses 
after other countries had canceled their orders. 

The Massachusetts Department of Public 
Health announced Monday that it will receive 
262,630 more doses of flu vaccine to be distrib- 
uted among towns and cities across the state. The 
relief effort is specifically for individuals who are 
at risk of developing life-threatening complica- 
tions from the flu virus. The DPH stated in a 
press release that the Centers for Disease Control 
and the France-based Aventis reported that the 
state would receive 100 percent of the flu shot 
order originally placed with Chiron Corp. 

For residents who are not receiving the vac- 
cine, Penney offers a few measures in flu preven- 
tion this season. 

“Wash your hands with soap and water regu- 
larly and don’t share items such as drinking cups 


disinfectants. And remember to cover your 
mouth when sneezing.”

vide the town with quality edu- 
cation, they could start looking 
elsewhere for jobs. 

School Committee Chairman 
Tony James said the committee 
was not able to comment on the 
matter at the present time to 
avoid complications in ongoing 
bargaining sessions. 

Special Town Meeting voters 
were expected to decide Tuesday 
night whether they will raise 
taxes in the current fiscal year to 
provide money to give all town 
union employees a |-percent 
raise. A yes vote would raise this 
year’s tax bill an extra $43 on the 
average single-family home. 


Demonstration 

Around 2:30 p.m. last Thurs- 
day, as high school teachers 
arrived at the School Adminis- 
tration Building, they began to 
march. As middle schools and 
elementary schools let out at the 
end of the day, more teachers 
filed in line to join their col- 
leagues. 

Out of about 480 town educa- 
tors, it looked like a majority 
turn out, said Meyers. The gath- 
ering also included school nurs- 
es, office and maintenance work- 
ers. 

“We need to stand in the face 
of bargaining tactics and stalling 
on contracts, which this School 
Committee is involved in,” said 
Andover teacher Ron Francis, 
blasting his message over a 
megaphone. “They’ve been 
stalling throughout the entire 
year and not bargaining in good 
faith. They need to stop the 
stalling now.” 

Bill Hect, Andover High 
School teacher, told his co-work- 
ers that teachers in town rival 
anyone he’s worked with in the 
United States Air Force. He 
called teaching, “a tougher job 
with more variables and more 
bureaucracy.” 

“We took towns that had 
equal education systems because

we thought Andover was inter- 
ested that teachers are compen- 
sated at a level that guarantees 
quality education,” Francis told 


the crowd, reminding them of 


high MCAS scores and gradua- 
tion rates. “There’s overwhelm- 
ing evidence that all of us are 
doing an outstanding job. This is 
a political battle.” 

An angry resident, fearing tax 
hikes in exchange for teachers’ 
raises asked Meyers how many 
of the demonstrators live in 
Andover and pay town taxes. 

“Most can’t afford to live in 
town like me,” said Meyers, 
adding that about 250 to 300 
teachers probably live in 
Andover. 


“Why don’t they move out of 


town or get a new job if they 
don’t like it?” shouted the 
Andover man, who refused to 
give his name saying, “I don’t 
want to wake up and find my 
lawn painted purple.” 

“Some people who call what 
(the teachers) are doing, dedica- 
tion,” said Murphy. “And some 
people call those who move out 
of town, carpet baggers.”” 

Before entering the school 
administration building to pre- 
sent the superintendent with a 


petition, Meyers urged educators 
not to be divided. 

“Dr. Bach asked to talk to 
separate individuals about the 
issues,” Meyers said. “Don’t let 
them split us up. We came united 
and we will leave united.” 

As the masses filed in the 
building, Bach welcomed them 
in. “Come on down,” Bach invit- 
ed, while asking to shake each 
teacher’s hand. “I’m glad you're 
all coming in.” 

Meyers presented the super- 
intendent with roughly 500 sig- 
natures from school employees 
illustrating the teachers’ unity 
and desire for a “just contract as 
quickly as possible.” 

After closing his statement, 
Meyers rallied teachers into 
chanting for fair contracts. 


“Tam very much in support of 


you having a contract as soon as 
possible,” said Bach. “In the 


joint statement (between the 


School Committee and teachers 
union) there was a real earnest 
commitment to work as hard as 
we can.” 

The School Committee and 
the union will meet on Wednes- 
day in another effort to clear 
roadblocks and settle on a con- 
tract as soon as possible.

N THE DAYS OF OLD, Roman 

catapults hurled an assort- 

ment of unpleasantries at 
their foes. Boulders, arrows, 
burning straw, dead animals and 
dung were all used to drive 
opposing soldiers from their 
posts. 

A pair of Andover eighth- 
graders used less intimidating 
materials when they recreated 
their own catapult — marshmal- 
lows. 

But their effort earned them 
third place in a statewide com- 
petition, while teaching them 
about ancient culture. 

Jonah Kellman and Matt 
Quartararo, both 13, spent eight 
hours desig”ying their medieval 
slingshot for a Doherty Middle 
School class project. In the end, 
their simple-looking device 
made from wood, rope and a 
couple of bolts and washers, 
packed 20-pounds of pressure to 
send projectiles soaring — soft, 
sweet projectiles. 

“The worst that could happen 
is getting a stomach ache from 
eating too much marshmal- 
lows,” joked Matt. 

Their endeavor began when 
their seventh-grade Latin 
teacher, Elizabeth Torosian, 
assigned a class project to help 
students gain a greater under- 
standing for ancient Roman cul- 
ture and history. 

Having the choice of creating

used marshmallows as weapons. 


foot to 12 feet high. Each cata- 
pult fired three times for dis- 
tance, aiming for a tarp. 
Torosian’s stellar students 
Were not anticipating anything 
spectacular after their first cou- 
ple of projectiles only landed 
about 30 feet away. But their 
championship pitch came at last, 
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a soaring feeling about the classics 


tossing the puffed piece of 
sugar 72.10 feet across the 
room. 

“Most of it was basic 
physics, which I already knew,” 
said Jonah. “You have to look 
at the best angle to shoot at 45 
degrees, and use a stronger type 
of wood to build something that 
will last.” 

Jonah’s father, Ben Kellman, 
who occasionally offered the 
boys some helpful construction 
advice, said the pressure 
restraining the catapult’s arm is 
powerful enough to split pine 
over time. Maple was used for 
their creation, which, including 
the arm, stands about three feet 
tall. 

The boys said the most diffi- 
cult part of the design was 
securing tightly coiled rope that 
launches the arm with sudden 
force. 

“They had such a good time 
working on the project,” said 
Jonah’s mother, Kathy Kell- 
man. 

“Ms. Torosian does a won- 
derful job by getting kids excit- 
ed about learning the Latin lan- 
guage and understanding the 
Roman culture.” 

The boys said their experi- 
ment might lead to other inven- 
tions down the road, but maybe 
without all the sugar. 

“TI don’t know which was 
harder,” confesses Matt. “Wind- 
ing the rope or trying not to eat 
all the marshmallows.”

daughter's transformation, growing from 
a toddler into a little girl. “The variation 
that I get in Lraq is limited to a 212-kilo- 
meter base that consists of work spread 
out over 14- to 18-hour days.” 

After spending his childhood playing 
with Army tanks and Air Force planes at 
his Andover home, Davis enlisted in the 
military before he finished high school. 

Now living in Tewksbury, the drill 
sergeant was absent during his 1983 : 
Andover High graduation because he was 
in basic training at Fort Benning, Ga. 

Davis said his unit is not engaged in ; 
the daily combat taking place in othet 
parts of Iraq, and his men are working on 
the $70 million construction of a military 
academy in Al Rustamiyah. 

“It’s still dangerous, obviously,” said 
Davis. “Our base gets mortared occasion- 
ally from fighting in Baghdad, but there 
is so much progress being made that you 
don’t get to see on media reports here at 
home.” 

Over the past few months, Davis’ unit 
has been busy refurbishing several build- 
ings, rebuilding a school and paving a 
long stretch of roadway to make it acces- 
sible for civilian traffic all year round. 

“It's not constant warfare,” said Davis. 
“I was on a convoy just about three or 
four weeks ago. As we were going down 
the road, there were children with school : 
books slung over their backs, waiting for : 
the bus.” 

The school that Davis’s unit helped to : 
open about a month ago, has allowed : 
Iraqi children to move from outdoor : 
classrooms to a facility for several hun- : 
dred students. 

Davis said the gradual transfer of : 
power to secure Iraqi leadership in all : 
areas of civilian life is well underway. : 
Daily life in Davis’ corner of Iraq appears. : 
to be returning to a state of normalcy. 

“If you went to Al Rustamiyah, you'd } 
see clouds in the sky, birds flying by and : 
farmers working to herd their cattle.” : 
Davis said. “Western people have gotten : 
accustomed to things happening very 
rapidly. But it take a lot more time than : 
six months to build a country from the : 
ground up. Day-by-day, everything : 
becomes more of an Iraqgi-run operation.” : 

When Davis arrives back in Iraq this : 
week, he said his mission is to continue : 
teaching Iraqi officers the same Western : 
training program implemented by US : 
soldiers. He said the new West Point 
Academy, covering as much ground as a | 
large college campus, will house educa- : 
tion centers, a medical facility, a mosque, : 
dorms and dining area. Once completed, : 
the base will be capable of servicing up : 
to 6,000 personnel, and create hundreds : 
of jobs for Iraqi citizens, said Davis. 

“T can’t say that I’ve been exposed to : 
the worst of what some people have been : 
exposed to,” said Davis. “But this is what : 
I signed up for. It’s like being a volunteer | 
firefighter. Sometimes you have to go : 
inside a burning building and it’s scary, : 
but it’s what you signed up to do.” 

The 38-year-old soldier said as : 
progress moves forward, he makes a con- : 
stant effort to never look ahead. 

“T have a day-to-day calendar of air- 
planes that I won't ever flip forward,” : 
admits Davis. “You don’t make plans : 
because there’s a 50-50 chance that : 
you're not going to be able to do them.” 

But for Davis, whose parents still : 
reside in Andover, the military has : 
proven to be a rewarding career. 

“The discipline, the camaraderie and : 
serving my country have always been

trained and expected to save anyone who 
came through the hospital doors, including 
the enemy.” 

Born and raised in Fort Wayne, Ind., the 
flat plains and industrial landscape of her 
hometown was a world apart from the sandy 


: shores, tropical jungles and bloody fields of 


Vietnam. 
By the time O'Neill had arrived to the war 
it was 1969 — 19 years after the US deployed 


: its first troops there, bringing military aid to 
: the French in 1950. O’Neill was just 21. The 


average age of enlisted soldiers was 19. 
Following high school graduation in Fort 


: Wayne, O'Neill said young adults from lower 


middle class backgrounds had few options.

Remembering sacrifices 


O'Neill said. “There were so many things that 
surprised me, like the number of civilians we 
treated. Lots of women, elderly and children.” 

O'Neill said the atrocity of September 11, 
2001 brought the horrors of war to America’s 
backyard. In the 25 years before an armistice 
in Vietnam, whole communities were 
destroyed and civilian deaths were routine 
there, said O'Neill. 

Fragments of her memories in Vietnam 
continue to plague her dreams, and her wak- 
ing conscience. 

“A small movie house near the hospital 
was inadvertently bombed,” O'Neill said. 
“We got the casualties in and they were all 
women and children. We were taking bits of 
shrapnel out of people who were just watch- 
ing a movie.” 

O'Neill describes working on a pregnant 
woman whose uterine wall had been penetrat- 
ed by a single piece of shrapnel. 

“She was about five to six months preg- 
nant. We took the shrapnel out of the infant 
but I don’t know if the mother survived after 
that.” 

Every day, for more than a year, O’ Neill 
tended to young soldiers, mothers, children 
and seniors. She said the non-stop onslaught 
of carnage made her question her faith. 

“There were so many amputees,” O'Neill 
said. “There are people walking around from 
Vietnam with huge holes in themselves, both 
physically and emotionally.” 

More than 30 years later, she said, “Every- 
body centers around the concept that there's 
something bigger than us.” 

“Even though I cannot find sense in war, I 
believe that many of those young men who 
died, felt that they were giving meaning to 
their lives by sacrificing themselves for oth- 
ers. They were somebody’s children, the 
world’s most precious resource — its future, 
and they gave a gift greater than any other.” 

In 1999, O'Neill returned to Vietnam, 
where the land and the people still show scars 
of war. She said the visit 
did not change her view 
that people need to 
| focus more on “smart 
| diplomacy instead of 
smart bombs.” 

“There’s a need for 
military, and especially, 
a need to catch crimi- 
nals like Osama Bin 
Laden who is responsi- 
ble for committing 
crimes against humani- 
ty,” O'Neill said. “But 
for me, Veterans Day 
marks a time of somber 
reflection where we 
remember the sacrifice

done SOON WILL MAKE WHAT MIGHT BE THE 
MOST IMPORTANT DECISION of their elected term: 
Whether to continue with the leadership provided by 
Town Manager Buzz Stapcezynski. 

Stapczynski is coming to the end of his third five- 
year contract, and selectmen expect to decide his 
future by March. This made the selectmen’s recent 
evaluations of the town manager crucial ones. How- 
ever, the selectmen did not make any of their indi- 
vidual evaluations public. They did not even release 
how they consider the town manager to be doing in 
the 19 categories on which he was rated, which they 
have done in the past. 

If they were hiring a new town manager, the select- 
men’s discussions with the manager finalists would 
have to be public. This would allow residents to see 
what is important to the selectmen. It would allow 
residents to better understand the future manager, the 
person they will entrust with about $114 million 
annually and ongoing construction projects. But all 
residents receive by way of an evaluation of the cur- 
rent manager is a one-page report meant to reflect the 
view of the board as a whole. Under this system, no 
personal accountability is required by any selectman. 

The evaluation was released Monday, one day 
before a Special Town Meeting. At that meeting, res- 
idents were asked to approve a no-strings-attached 
$600,000 tax hike, less than seven months after the 
last increase. They were asked this because the town 
manager did not include any money in the annual 
budget for employee raises, even though all town 
contracts expired in June. Last year, selectmen said 
negotiating was an important area for evaluation. 

Special Town Meeting also asked voters for anoth- 
er $2.5 million to finish the sewer job. It did this less 
than seven months after asking for an extra $1.25 
million. But residents received little information 
about how selectmen feel Stapczynski has managed 
the sewer project in their joint evaluation. It said only 
that the manager is moving the project forward. 

The public deserves to know much more.

Junior Candice Peak was one of the 
meet’s two double winners, joining 
Chelmsford standout Katelyn Martin, while 
junior Caitlin Doherty contributed a first 
and very close second, sophomore Tiffany 
Petzold a first and third and freshman Kristi 
Korsberg a second and third. 

Peak was tops in the 50 free sprint 
(25.24) and the 100 backstroke (1:00.06), 
winning the latter race by more than four 
seconds. 

She also anchored two Andover ‘A’ 
relays to victory, the 200 medley team fea- 
turing Capt. Diana Harlow, freshman 
Melissa Alois and Doherty (1:55.95) and 
the 200 free quartet with Korsberg, fresh- 
man Hilary Samuels and Petzold (1:45.01). 


Doherty was embroiled in two spectac- 
ularly-close and exciting races. 

She won the 100 butterfly, touching the 
wall in 58.69 seconds while runner-up 
Amanda Cecere of Chelmsford finished in 
58.75. 

The triumph avenged an equally-close 
loss to Cecere a week earlier in the final 
dual meet of the season. 

A short time later, in the 500 free, 
Doherty was 10/100ths of a second behind 
the victorious Martin as the Chelmsford 
swimmer closed at 5:10.89 and Doherty at 
5:10.99. 

“The amazing thing about this race was 
Caitlin swam it with a pair of broken gog- 
gles,” said coach Fitzgerald. “She broke her 
own and had no backup pair in her bag — so 
she had to borrow from another swimmer.” 

That swimmer was none other than 
Chelmsford rival Martin. But 50 yards into 
the 500 those goggles also broke. 

“Most swimmers go through a lot of 
goggles in a season,” said Fitzgerald. “It’s 
not uncommon for them to break. The chlo- 
rine eats through the rubber straps all the 
time — but it doesn’t usually happen during 
a race.” 

Without workable goggles things 
become blurry for Doherty —- which meant 
she was forced to lift her head out of the 
water at each of the 20 turns so as not to 
slam into the wall. 

“It’s hard to estimate but I'd guess that 
cost her about four seconds,” said Fitzger- 
ald. 

“Caitlin could have used the goggles as 
an excuse. She could have slowed down. 
But instead she fought through the problem 
and still almost won the race 

“Tt was a pretty special performance.” 


Petzold captured the 100 free by close to 
a full second in 56.07, and she also took 


third in the 200 free with her 2:00.64 less 
than two seconds behind Martin. 

Korsberg was runner-up in the 200 free, 
nipping teammate Petzold in 2:00.11, and

In that sce- 
nario, the locals at worst would share the title with either Chelmsford or Billerica and 
would qualify for post-season play under the head-to-head tiebreaker rule (AHS will have 
beaten both teams). 

If Chelmsford beats Andover and then loses to Billerica on Turkey Day — and Andover 
beats Central — the possibility exists of a three-way tie among Andover, Chelmsford and 
Billerica.

Last weekend Chelmsford continued its recent pattern of squeaking out wins, edging 
past Tewksbury 14-7 on a two-yard TD dive by top running back Bobby Gill late in the 
fourth-quarter which broke a 7-7 tie.
